money annually in hail insurance 
premiums, but the annual loss from 
hail is but small in comparison with 
the annual loss resulting from the 
decreased yield because of weeds: 
Thousands of dollars are spent an- 
nually in fighting the goplicrs, and in 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan this year 
hundreds of thousands of dollars have 
been expended in the effort to over- 
come the grasshoppers, And it has 
all been money well spent. But year 
after year weeds take a greater toll 
than these pests without half the ex- 
citement or cffort to efadicate them 
and stop the loss. 

In many directions government 
and farmers’ organizations are striv- 
ing to improve the condition and-ad- 
vance the prosperity of the farmers, 
but thousands of farmers are them- 
selves neglecting a matterthe control 
of which is in their own hands. They 
are’ growing weeds,instcad of wheat, 
oats, barley and flax. Where theré 
is an abundant crop of weeds there 
cannot be‘a heavy yield of grain. 
Sooner or later the whole of Western 
Canada will have to bestir itself in 
connection with the weed problem, 
and the sooner the better for all con- 
cerned, and the cheaper in the-long 
run. Public opinion on the question 
is sadly asleep with the result that a 
weed official who proceeds to fear- 
lessly do his, duty quickly makes 
himself a most unpopular individual. 

Another difficulty to be found is 
the weakness of so many men to ac- 
quire more land. More acreage secms 
to be their ambition rather than more 
grain, They seem to be happier with 
500 acres yielding 14 bushels to the 
acre, or 7,000 bushels, than with 350 
acres yielding 20 bushéls to the acre, 
or a like total crop of 7,000 bushels, 
although it is cheaper to plow, seed, 
harvest and thresh the 350 acre-crop 
than it is the 500 acre one, not to 
speak of the capital tied up in the 
larger acreage which, in reality, is 
producing nothing. Men who are 
not .tilling, the land they have as it 
ought*to be tilled, are constantly 
mortgaging their future to buy more 
land and more equipment to work 
that land.. Such’ men are not farm- 
ers, but land speculators. The West 
needs more of intensive cultivation, 
that is, better farming, rather than 
more acres brought under the plow.

London.—According to the Herald 
Premier Lloyd.George, during a con- 
versation with M. Krassin and Kam- 
eneff, presented an ultimatum to the 
Bolshevik representatives demanding 
an immediate and unconditional cess- 
ation of the Russian advance _ into 
Poland, even before signing an ar- 
mistice, or otherwise Great Britain 
would declare war.

“It says plainly,” asserts 
the newspaper, “that Poland is being 
over-run, and if, instead of hastening 
an armistice, the Bolsheviki. armiés 
continue to advance, the situation 
foreseen in the note of July 20 will 
have arisen, and Great Britain and 
her Allies will be obliged to assist in 
the support of Poland.” 

The Daily Mail‘also declares that 
the Prime minister indulges in some 
frank talk about the Red advance, to 
Kameneff and Krasein.

Winnipeg.— John Farnell, one of 
the Winnipeg strike leadérs who was 
given a prison term of nine months 
for seditious utterances, is to be re- 
leased at once. ews to this effect 
Was contained in a telegram received 
by E. Robinson, secretary of the 
Trades and Labor Couneil, from Tom 
Moore, presideht of the Trades Con- 
gress, who stated that he had been 
officially notified by the under-secre- 
tary of state that a wire had “been 
sent to Winnipeg ordering Farnell’s 
release forthwith. 

Farnell has been in jail for about 
six months, so that, three months are 
being lopped off his sentence. 

The news comes as the culmination 
of quiet but effective work of the 
labor leaders to get Farnell out of 
jail in view of the poor health of his 
wife and the baby that was born after 
the father was imprisoned. 


Propose Stiff Penalties 


$2,000 Fine or Jail for Intemperance 
_ In Ontario 
Toronto.—It is believed that ag an 
outcome of a conference held at the 
parliamént buildings between Police 
Magistrate George T. Dennison, of 
this city, and Attorney-General W. 
E. Raney, that $2,000 fines for breach- 
es of the Ontario Temerance Act, as 
well as imprisonment may become 
fairly common in the Toronto police 
court. So. far, heavy fines are un- 
common.

Toronto.—Serious damage has been 
done to fall wheat crop by the Hes- 
sian fly, in a number of counties in 
the southwestesn section of this pro- 
vince, according to reports received 
by the Ontario department of agri- 
culture, Reports from Norfolk state 
that some fields there suffered from 
40 to.50 percent of damage from the 
insect,. Barley has headed well, but 
the straw is short. Oats promise a 
generous yield with plenty of straw. 
Spring wheat has not done so well 
as the other-grains mentioned, Ow- 
ing to continued catchy weather, a 
good deal of hay: is still lying in the 
fields and as a result there will be 
considerable poorly-cured clover and 
timothy.

GIANT DIRIGIBLE 


TO CROSS OCEAN IN 50 HOURS 


Germans Are Building Airship To 
Equal the Finest Ocean 
. Liners 
Paris.—The giant new trans-Atlan- 


tic air line which German private 


enterprise is planning to -establish 
will be operated with dirigibles great- 
er than any which have heretofore 
been flown. ‘They will have 300 cab- 
ins,each with two beds, and will be 
equipped with kitchens, lounging sal- 
oons and promenades, the equal of 
those provided on the finest ocean 
linérs, 

It was learned here that the ships 
will be from the basic designs of the 
German inventor, Boerner, whose 
crafts were said to be the models of 


| the R-34—the ship in which British 


airmen sailed across the 
ocean and back last summer. 

The new dirigibles are to be 800 
feet long, 80 fect wide and 100 feet 
high,.. The efivelope will be semi- 
rigid, and the car will extend almost 
the entire length of the ship. Motive 
power will be furnished by 34 gas- 
oline motors, each of either 150 or 200 
horsepower, arranged so the ship can 
be navigated in all directions, without 
employment of ballast.

Government royalties increased 50 
percent. 

Fares of loggers going and coming 
from camps increased. 

The fringe of the forest is being 
clipped. Lumber must be hauled 
further and from deeper recesses, not 
as accessible as formerly,

They have had no 
fetilizer this season but have been 
carefully weeded and hoed. They are 
fruiting abundantly, about a box of 
berries to a plant.
